Sacramento State dorm residents 
are concemed for their safety after a 
woman was attacked in a Jenkins Hall 
bathroom on April 27. 

Opinions have changed since 
March 20, when The State Hornet re- 
; ported that most students were not 


concemed about residence hall security... 


“T never felt unsafe in the dorms 
until now,” Katie Crosgrove, a liber- 
al studies freshman and Desmond Hall 
resident said. “What happened really 
limits our freedoms. I don’t even want 
to walk in the halls at night.” 

“Tm scared to go to the bathroom 
by myself,” undeclared freshman La- 
toya Jackson said. “Even just walking 
to your Car is scary.” 

Other students like freshmen dorm 
residents Tiffany Dreyer and Leila 
Kerimova are taking their safety into 
their own hands. 

“I just bought some pepper spray,” 
Dreyer said. “Maybe I should start 
carrying it to the shower.” 

“We just use the buddy system,” 
Kerimova, a computer engineering 
major, said. 

Both women said they feel unsafe 
not just in the dorms at night but also 
when they are walking on campus. 

“You see a lot of weird people walk- 
ing around at night,’ Kerimova said. 

Student fears persist even with in- 
creased police presence. 

According to Sgt. Joe Green of the 
campus police, extra units will be as- 
signed to the dorms for at least the 
next couple of weeks and probably 
right up to the end of the semester. 

Green agreed with students who 
said the biggest security problem is 
students letting strangers into the 
dorms. 

“College kids can sometimes be a 
little too open with people,’ Green 
said. “Watch out who you allow into 
the dorms and be suspicious of 
strangers.” 

The university’s housing Web site 
states that students are issued access 
cards to get into the dorms and that 
they should not admit non-residents 
who are not their guests. 

The victim of the Jenkins hall as- 
sault was contacted by The State Hor- 
net but did not wish to comment. 

Green said the police have leads in 
the dorm attack, and they are tracking 
them down. 

‘We follow up leads and if we do 
not find the perpetrator, at least we 
eliminate people as suspects,’ Green 
said,

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Taking back the night 


March highlights event 
to raise awareness

Sacramento State’s first “Women 
Take Back the Night’ was successful, ac- 
cording to Women’s Resource Center 
officials who helped organize the event. 

The center coordinated the April 30 
event with the CSUS Student Health 
Center, Interfraternity Council and Pan- 
hellic Sorority Council. 

“Everything went really well,’ said 
Jessica Higgins, coordinator of the Sex- 
ual Assault Education and Advocacy 
Program. ““We ee ee from 
students.” 

The issue of increasing campus 
awareness was timely, as reports had 
surfaced in the local media of an attempt 
to sexually assault a Sac State student in 
the residence halls the weekend before. 

Activism Day was held in the Li- 
brary Quad, with tables and exhibits for 
students to get information about sexu- 
al assaults, community awareness and re- 
sources for sexual assault victims. 

“There was a steady flow all day 
long,” Higgins said. “A lot of people 
stopped to read the statistics we had post- 
ed in the grass.” 

Banners with different sexual assault 


statistics flooded the lawn on the quad, 
showing students just how common 
sexual assaults. 

“‘A few men told me they were re- 
ally surprised at how some of the sta- 
tistics applied to males,” Higgins said. 
“A lot of them had no idea that men 
could be victims of sexual assault too.” 

According to Sacramento City Po- 
lice Department Detective Avis Beery, 
there were 914 sexual assaults report- 
ed in 2000. That averages out to 76 
sexual assaults each month. 

Activism Day showcased the 
Clothesline project and Sexual Assault 
Survivor's flag, donated to the event by 
Women Escaping A Violent Environ- 
ment. The Flag consisted of a variety of 
swatches, each representing a sexual as- 
sault victim in Sacramento County. 

The Clothesline project serves as 
another outlet for survivors of different 
types of sexual assault to speak out 
against violence. Victims design T- 
shirts that are color-coded, based on 
the type of sexual assault they survived. 

The shirts are hung on a rack sim- 
ilar to a department store display where 
spectators could learn about the differ- 
ent types of assault.

University Transportation and Park- 
ing Services and Facilities Manage- 
ment is thinking about the future of 
commuting and parking, even as the 
American Lung Association releases a 
report ranking the Sacramento area the 
11th smoggiest region in the nation. 

UTAPS will begin new measures 
this summer to help reduce the number 
of cars entering the Sacramento State 
campus and to bring more awareness 
to alternative forms of transportation. 

Nancy Fox, manager of UTAPS, 
said that during New Student Orienta- 
tions this summer, UTAPS plans to 
make a new PowerPoint presentation, 


“Transportation and Parking 101,” 
educate incoming students about cam- 
pus parking, alternative transportation 
and ways for students to get around if 
they don’t bring cars to campus. 

“J think it will help talking to stu- 
dents before they come to campus 
about alternative forms of transporta- 
tion such as the Regional Transit sys- 
tem, the Hornet Express, and our car- 
pooling program,’ Fox said. 

“Educating students will be a great 
thing because hopefully fewer students 
will bring cars to campus, and it will 
help to improve the air quality,’ she 
said. 

Focusing on the future of alternative 
transportation and the environment, 
Fox said UTAPS will review installing 


charging stations on campus as interest 
in electric vehicles grows. 

“T expect that we will move for- 
ward and: install them within the next 
year,” Fox said. 

The parking situation on campus 
will be slightly better next semester 
with the opening of Parking Structure 
II for the fall semester. 

Associate Vice President of Facil- 
ities Management Matthew Altier said 
that construction for the new parking 
structure, located at the front of the 
University Union, is on schedule, and 
will bring 2,400. new parking spaces to 
campus.

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Students argue both sides of Mid East conflict

Sharp disagreements tempered with 
civility characterized two days of im- 
passioned Sacramento State demon- 
strations over America’s Middle East 
policy last week. 

Approximately 40 to 50 protestors 
lined the walkway of the library quad 
on Wednesday and Thursday, carrying 
signs and chanting slogans accusing Is- 
rael of perpetuating violence against in- 
nocent Palestinians. 

The demonstrators pointed to Unit- 
ed States president George W. Bush as 
an obstruction to the peace process. 

“Our tax dollars help kill innocent 
children,” read one poster. 

‘Even though we are students in 
America, we are in paliderily:s with the 


Palestinian people,” said Nina 
Shoman, president of Students for Jus- 
tice in Palestine. 

“Change the Zionist, racist policy 
of Israel, and you will have peace,” 
Shoman said. 

From an information booth direct- 
ly across the quad, a small contingent 
of Israeli supporters quietly contest- 
ed the assertions of the pro-Palestinian 
demonstrators. 

Julie Rehman, president of the Sac 
State Jewish Student Union, said that 
Israelis are merely trying to defend 
themselves from terrorism, just as any 
country would do in similar circum- 
stances, | 

“The military is in a reactive 
mode,” Rehman said, ‘“We can’t even 
discuss peace until we reach normal- 


ized relations.” | 

Shoman said that the people who 
are being referred to as “terrorists” or 
“suicide bombers,” are in fact martyrs 
for Palestinian freedom and have no 
other way to resist Israeli aggression. 

Palestinians are up against Apache 
helicopters and tanks demolishing res- 
idential areas, preventing pregnant 
women and wounded people from re- 
ceiving medical attention, Shoman said. 

“You can’t expect them to react in 
any other way,’ she said. 

Two young women from Israel, 
Tamar Fogel and Oshrit Shriki, came 
to the United States eight months ago 
to work with the local Jewish com- 
munity as part of their service in the Is- 
raeli military. They urged supporters of 
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remembers campus in the 1960s

The board of directors has not re- 
ceived a raise in three years, according 
to ASI Vice President of University 
Affairs Lisanne Nakayama, who was in 
favor of stipend increases. 

Pimentel hopes that higher pay will 
help board members commit more time 
to ASI and also promote a higher re- 
tention rate. 

“Tt’s ridiculous that the board will 
put in 30 hours a week and get paid 


something like $2.50 an hour or so,” Pi- 
mentel told the board at last week’s 
meeting. 

The board also passed a $7,000 in- 
crease for summer DOC/SEL fund- 
ing, bringing the program’s total allo- 
cation to $20,000 compared to the 
original $13,000 budgeted. 

Each year, ASI gives money to.Dol- 
lars for Organizations and Clubs and 
Student Education and Leadership, 
grants which fund individual students 
who qualify for major related projects 
or club and organization activities. 

‘It’s essential to promote campus 
life on a year-round basis,” Pimentel 


said. “Adding more money to’ 


DOC/SEL will make ASI more ac- 
cessible to students and give some 
money back to them.”

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Committee grapples 
with parking changes

-A group of students, staff and 
faculty met to discuss possible 
changes to where staff and students 
will park during the fall semester, in 


light of a recent fee increase levied - 


on students by President Donald 
Gerth. 

In preparation for the student 
parking fee increase next semes- 
ter, a temporary action committee 
commissioned by the Transporta- 
tion Advisory Committee met Fri- 
day with one topic on their agenda: 
how to equitably allocate parking 
spaces for students who will soon 
pay a higher parking fee than fac- 
ulty and staff. 

A student parking permit will 
cost $85.50 for the fall 2002 se- 
mester, but unless the unions rep- 
resenting the professors and em- 
ployees at the university 
compromise with the California 
State University system, faculty and 
staff parking fees will remain at $63. 

The ad hoc committee, com- 
prised of students, staff and facul- 
ty, discussed what defines parking 
fairness, given the difference in 
what students may have to pay. 

Val Smith, chair of both the ad 
hoc committee and TAC, said that 
the two main concerns are how to 
allocate parking spaces among stu- 
dents and faculty in the new Park- 
ing Structure II, and the proximity 
of spaces for each group to the cen- 
ter of campus. 

The local divisions of the Cali- 
fornia Faculty Association met over 
the weekend to discuss the option 
of a parking fee hike for faculty 
and staff. La 

Smith said that he felt that the 
best situation would be if the two 
unions representing faculty and 
staff would approve a parking fee 
increase. Currently, a fee increase 
for faculty and staff violates both 
union contracts. Smith said that this 


creates an “unfair situation,’ mak- 
ing it difficult for the committee to 
reach consensus about parking pro- 
visions for ‘next semester. 
Currently students have to pay 
an increase for parking passes in 
fall semester, and staff and faculty 
parking fees will remain the same. 
Committee member Kevin 
Greene, a senior at Sacramento 
State, said that he proposed giving 
students Parking Structure II in its 
entirety. His proposal would also 
guarantee Lot 2, which runs from 
the Hornet Bookstore to Foley Hall, 
for student use. Lots 1 and 6—near 
the Health Center and University 


Union, respectively—would go en- 


tirely to faculty and staff. All other 
lot configurations would remain 
the same. | 

Robert Wassmaer, a professor 
in the Public Policy and Adminis- 
tration graduate program, recom- 


mended allocating 15 percent of 


parking spaces to faculty and staff 
with the rest reserved for students. 
His recommendation was based on 
a formula that takes into account the 
ratio of student and faculty dollars 
paid for permits to spaces allotted 
for each. Staff and faculty parking 
take up 20 percent of campus park- 
ing spaces now. | 

Smith said all the possibilities 
are on the table for a recommen- 
dation. 

‘Tm pretty confident that we 
as a committee can come up with a 
consensus that will be agreeable 
for everyone,’ Smith said. 

Smith was reluctant to go into 
detail about suggestions that the 
committee discussed, becausethe 
suggestions are only in preliminary 
discussion. 

“There is no proposal yet,” 
Smith said. 

Smith said that the committee 
plans to submit a hard copy of a 
proposal to Ed Del Biaggio, Vice 
President for Administration, on

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Engineering students shine in statewide competition, 


take second place for concrete canoe construction

The Sacramento State Concrete 
Canoe team paddled to a second place 
finish at the American Society of Civ- 
il Engineers Regional Conference, 


‘held at Santa Clara University last 


month. 

Eight schools attended the annual 
competition this year in which they 
designed, built and raced full-size con- 
crete canoes that were judged on de- 
sign, quality, written presentation and 
racing performance. 7 

“It’s basically to gain experience 
with project design, management and 
team work. It’s applying knowledge 
from class to a project. The students get 


to do their own thing, so it’s creative 
too,”’ said James Pangburn, ASCE stu- 
dent chapter President. 

The competition consisted of four 
main components: the formal techni- 
cal report, the display, a five-minute 
judged technical presentation and the 
canoe races. 

‘The display has to have a theme. 
This year our theme was Sacramento 
Sting. The canoe was yellow with 
black stripes on it. It was cool, it looked 
like a bee,” Pangburn said. 

In order to advance to the races, 
each canoe had to pass a “dunk test,” 
during which the canoe was com- 
pletely submerged in water and ex- 
pected to successfully return to the 
surface. 


“It went up really slow. It was a 
build up, and when it finally came up 
we were really happy,’ Pangburn said. 

In determining which school had 
the best boat, judges placed strong em- 
phasis on the academic components 
of the competition, which included 
the formal report, display and techni- 
cal presentation. 

“More of the competition is based 
on academic performance. You can 
have a substandard canoe, which is 
what we had, but you can have a good 
report and still come out strong. We 
took them on the smarts,’ Pangburn 
said. 

The team finished behind the Uni- 
versity of California, Berkeley, who 
will advance to the national competi- 


tion. | 

“We came in way above our ex- 
pectations. We are very excited,” said 
Matt Wilson, concrete canoe project 
manager. 

The team received $1,300 from 
Associated Students, Inc.’s Dollars for 
Organizations & Clubs, $1,000 from a 
CSUS Foundation grant, $1,000 from 
the ASCE Sacramento section, and. 
$750 from the Sacramento 
ASCE/Younger Member Forum to 
help pay for costs associated with the 
competition. 

Other schools that participated in- 
cluded Chico State, Fresno State, San 
Francisco State, San Jose State, UC 
Berkeley, UC Davis and the University 
of Nevada, Reno. 


ASI officials defend program audit process, say 


student-directed programs get ‘fair shake’ 


Executive director 
and finance head 
say that sufficient 
checks are in place 


_as audit date nears

Associated Students, Inc. officials 
said last week that they are satisfied 
with the accounting procedures used to 
examine student-run programs, which 
are triple-checked to see where they 
spend their money. 

‘Questions over how some ASI pro- 
grams spend student money arose af- 
ter Sacramento State’s intercollegiate 
athletics marketing and promotions di- 
rector, Damon Dukakis, publicly ques- 
tioned the effectiveness of the $30,000- 
per-year Green Thunder program. 

“T don’t know where the $30,000 
goes,” Dukakis said shortly after he 
voiced his concerns at ASI’s April 3 
meeting: “I don’t see it in promos.” 

Green Thunder is the student-di- 
rected school spirit program that, 


among other things, manages appear- 
ances of the Herky the Hornet mascot 
at some home games and rallies. 

According to ASI Executive Di- 
rector Pat Worley, all programs have a 
triple-check system in place to review 
expenditures. 

All invoices have to be signed off 
by a person with authorization to pur- 
chase and receive goods or services. 
That proof of purchase goes to the ASI 
business office where it is examined 
again before a check is cut. 

After the checks are cut, Worley 
gets a listing of expenditures and re- 
views it. | 

ASI student-run programs are mea- 
sured by their effectiveness and are 
evaluated over the year in relationship 
to what their mission statement is and 
by working within their budget, Wor- 
ley said. 

The directors of the student-run pro- 
grams report to two students, ASI Di- 


rector of Campus Life Jennifer Millsap, — 


and ASI Director of Community Ser- 
vice Megan Story, Worley said. 

Gilbert Associates, Inc. will,audit 
ASI’s fiscal 2001-02 records in June. 


ASI’s budget for the year is more than 
$8 million. 

Auditors do not examine every pro- 
gram, but randomly sample a handful 
of items picked from a trial balance 
sheet they are sent from ASI, said ASI 
Director of Finance and Administra- 
tion Randolph Morgafi. 

If the samples reveal irregularities, 
the auditors delve more deeply into 
the books to see if what they’ ve found 
is a fluke or a trend, he said. 


“Audits are tests,” Morgan said. 


“They look at big ticket items, look 
for signatures, and see if items are 
charged to the right department, but 
the auditors also look at midrange 
items.” 

“We've got nothing to hide, and 
we’re not trying to hide anything. We 
don’t know where they’re going to 
look. They can look at Green Thun- 
der, The State Hornet, student activities, 
or any place else they want,’ Morgan 
said. 

“Everybody gets the same fair 
shake in an audit,” Worley said. 

The larger programs the auditors 
look at include the Children’s Center, 





Randy Morgan, ASI Director of 
Finance and Administration 
Peak Adventures, the Aquatic Center, 
and the Business Office because that’s 
where most of the money is spent, 
Morgan said. oe 
The ASI student run programs such 
as Mall Hall, KSSU, Green Thunder, 
Sting Team, Safe Rides, ahd the Stu- 
dent Access Center where the students 
handle the finances do not get special 
attention to see where their funds are 
going and fall under the same guide- 
lines as the rest of the ASI programs as :

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ASI reacts to student housing crunch, 
commissions local rental Web site

Associated Students, Inc. last week 
passed legislation to develop a student 
housing Web site to provide up-to-date 
information and access to local rental 
resources. 

“We needed something done im- 
mediately because of the housing 
crunch that we are facing at Sac State 
and concerns from students advocating 
finding a place to live before they came 
to the campus,’’ ASI President Artemio 
Pimentel said. | 

The Web site will allow students 
to look up the locations of different 
apartment complexes, contact them 
and get information on availability. It 
will provide a link between students 
and apartment complexes so that stu- 
dents will be able to find housing in ad- 
vance of the school year, according to 
Pimentel. 


“Students will not be looking for a 
place to live on a last minute basis, a lot 
of students will now be able to find a 
place a couple of months in advance,” 
Pimentel said. 

Pimentel, who ran for office 
promising to increase affordable hous- 
ing for students, hopes that the Web 
site will put pressure on apartment 
complex owners and managers around 
campus. 

“Tt is necessary to develop a rela- 
tionship with the apartment complex- 
es around Sac State to make sure they 
are committed to serving the students,” 
Pimentel said. 

The overall cost for maintenance 
of the Web site will be $350-$400 per 
month, and there will be no cost asso- 
ciated with student use of the site, ac- 
cording to Pimentel. | 

“The cost is going to be minimal for 
ASI, but absolutely free for students. 
The only cost we see having is up- 


grading on a monthly basis, and the 
university is more than willing to help 
us out in this situation,” Pimentel said. 

The idea.was promoted by the ASI 
Student Access Center, which is an 
extension to the ASI Government of- 
fice, located on the first floor of the 
University Union. | 

“Not a lot of students know that 
you can look in the Student Access 
Center for apartments, but the Web 
site will make it easier for students and 
hopefully more people will utilize it,” 
ASI Postbaccalaureatte Director Mo- 
hamad Hamada said. 

The Web site will be on a trial ba- 
sis for the first six months, then ASI 
will evaluate its success to determine 
whether the service should be contin- 
ued, according to Hamada. 

“The Web site will be far more con- 
venient for students,” Hamada said. 

ASI hopes the site will be up by 
June. 


Union slow to accept contract, 
part-timer status at issue

Implementation of the faculty 
union’s new contract hit a snag after 
union members disagreed with the 
California State University’s inter- 
pretation of guidelines regarding 
course selection for part-time lectur- 
ers. 

At the center of the debate is Arti- 
cle 12 of the contract, which guaran- 
tees three-year contracts for tempo- 
rary faculty with six or more years of 
experience. 

The -CSU is recommending that 
all lecturers with three-year contracts 
be entitled to teach the maximum 15 
units per semester, said California 
Faculty Association, Sacramento 
chapter Lecturer Representative Lin- 























da Current. 

Previously, lecturers had smaller 

entitlement amounts that grew with 
experience. 
_ If allowed, the new policy would 
leave less experienced lecturers with 
fewer classes to teach — and could 
lead to bickering among part-time fac- 
ulty, Current said. 

“Tt would be chaotic,’’ Current said. 
“T can’t help but think that this move 
is meant to keep us squabbling.” 

CSU Spokeswoman Clara Potes- 


Fellow ‘said part-time faculty without ° 


three-year contracts will continue to 
teach their existing workloads, and 
only new courses would be used to in- 
crease three-year lecturers to full-time 
status. 

She said the CSU’s interpretation 
of the contract would not adversely af- 





fect any part-time lecturers unless the 
number of course offerings was re- 
duced. 

“I really don’t know why the union 
would say that some lecturers are be- 
ing disadvantaged, unless they are an- 
ticipating a scenario of the reduction 
in course offerings,” Potes-Fellow 
Satdi 

The CSU and CFA reached an 
agreement on the contract in March 
after a year of standoffs and protests. 

Union members approved the pro- 
posal by a 95 percent majority later 
that month, and the CSU Board of 
Trustees is expected to ratify the con- 
tract at its May 14-15 meeting. 

The two sides are currently en- 
gaged in talks on how to best imple- 
ment and enforce the contract, Current 
said.

Some students are finding the new 
class schedule frustrating as more 
‘Staff’ are listed as professors for the 
coming fall and spring semesters than 
named faculty. 

Of nearly 5,000 sections listed for 
the fall 2002 schedule, a little over half 
do not list the names of faculty mem- 
bers, but instead list “Staff.” 

“One of the reasons for such an 
overwhelming number of unlisted fac- 
_ ulty names is that the schedule is pro- 
duced close to a year ahead of time, 
which makes it hard to predict who 
will be teaching,” said David Wagner, 
dean of faculty affairs. 

Wagner said that the university

leaves “Staff’ spots available for

Associate Dean for the College of 
Business Administration, Richard 
Guarino said that if a faculty name is 
not listed in the schedule then most of 


the time it means that a part time pro-. 


fessor will be filling that spot. 

Part-time faculty are on yearly 
terms, making it impossible to list them 
in the published schedule because the 
University does not know who will be 
hired for the coming year, Wagner said. 

Sac State is currently advertising 
for 130 new tenure track faculty, which 
means that the new full-time faculty 
that gets hired will take some of the 
sections listed with “Staff.” 

The university’s position is that ei- 
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ther way, students receive quality ans 
cation. 

“All teachers, whether full-time or 
part-time are qualified,” Wagner said. 

In he Mathematics and Statics de- 
partment, however, part time and full 
time professors may not have the same 
credentials. 

“One difference between a full time 
and part time faculty member [in the 
math department] is that all full timers 
are required to have Ph.D.’s,” said Wal- 
lace Etterbeek, department chairman. 

Every department has different spe- 
cific degree requirements that must be 
met in order to obtain full time facul- 
ty status. Some require only a master’s 
degree. 

Sac State student Tomoko 
Kobayashi said she “would pick full-

of the person that will be instructing. 

And while university officials have 
said that part time faculty adequately 
serves students educational needs, they 
admit that a large number of classes 
in a department with “Professor Staff’ 
may indicate instability. 

“Having fewer ‘Staff’ listed repre- 
sents a department that is less reliant on 
part-time faculty and more stable,” 
Wagner said. 

Students seem to know this in- 
stinctively. : 

“Tf there are two of the same class- 
es next to each other and one lists 
‘Staff’ and the other lists a faculty 
name, I would choose the one with the 
name listed,” student Sarah Pesce said. 
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For the fall of 2001, Sac State had 
a total of 742 full time faculty, while 
employing 889 part timers, according 
to the university’s Office of Institu- 
tional Research. 

Wagner said that their goal for the 
past couple of years has been to hire 
more full-time faculty and include more 
names in the class schedule. 

For students that rely more on 
choosing their classes by the instructor, 
Favila had a few suggestions. 

‘Look online before it is time to 
enroll or even go into the department 
and ask an advisor if they could tell 
you who will be teaching the cours- 
es,” she said.

Now, when I go to re- 
new my DMV registration, I may be forced 
to pay a citation that is invalid. Disabled peo- 
ple have real problems, and do not need false 
citations.

struggling masses, or their grassroots “ 


representation, were nowhere to be 
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found — and surprise, they are large- 
ly neglected by the Bush government. 

By no coincidence, fat cats in the 
military industrial complex benefit 
from a multi-billion dollar pie-in-the- 
sky missile defense program, the top .9 
percent of tax payers got 39.2 percent 
of the Bush tax cut, while public 
schools in poor neighborhoods remain 
substandard and 42 million people 
lack health coverage. To use a local ex- 
ample, Sacramento Mayor Heather

prominent Maloof billionaires—as lo-

In sum, the actions of politicians of- 
ten reflect the people they make con- 
tact with. These tend to be the so- 
called créme de la créme of their 
constituents. As a result, we find leg- 
islation that doesn’t havea damn thing 
to do with the people. 

Unfortunately, ASI is not unique. 
Though most of the representatives of 
the Board of Directors show a gen- 
uine desire to improve campus life, 
there is a rift between them and the 
average student voter. For example, 
the recent “Spirit Referendum’ would 


have asked students to fork over © 


$300,000, or about $5 per student, for 
the marching ban, cheerleading squad 


and dance team. The measure passed / 


through the Board with just one dis- 
senting vote after dozens of cheer- 
leaders and band members showed at 
the meeting to support it. Thankfully, 
voters blew the measure away, giving 
it just 38 percent of the popular vote. 
The result was predictable, since a 
huge amount of extra spirit funding 
does nothing for the majority of stu- 
dents who don’t attend sporting events.

for bigger freeways never quite big enough to 
eliminate traffic. And I saw a nation of harried, 
unhealthy people boxed into stuffy metal 
Cages scurrying from one drive-in “conve- 
nience”’ to the next, never taking the time to ap- 





preciate the world they live in. 

When I came back to California, I decid- 
ed to try to live without a car. It’s been 2 1/2 
years now, and most weeks I don’t drive at all. 
This is not too impressive for living in the 


Sacramento Valley. We have Light Rail and an — 


impressive array of bus lines, plus spacious 
bike lanes I am ever grateful for. But I live 2 
1/2 hours away, 45 minutes from the nearest 
town, and three miles down a dirt road. I catch 
the light rail to the Bus I-80 stop, transfer to a 
Placer County bus that drops me in Auburn, 
ride a bus from there to Nevada City, then 
hop on another bus up to my dirt road. Or I 
take an Amtrak bus to Grass Valley and find 
a ride the rest of the way. It takes me about four 
hours total, and I use the time studying and ob- 
serving my public transportation mates. 

“Why in the world does she put herself 
through this?” is probably what you are think- 
ing right now. I love it. I have never been 
happier. 

To put it simply, I detest what the car in- 


dustry does to us. Instead of alleviating stress 
and making our lives easier, we are bound to 
3,500 pounds of metal. We must pay for, 
wash, feed, change and house our addiction, 
spending our precious time with an inani- 
mate object while our children are subjected 
to television. We circle around campus look- 
ing for the right spot to park our turtle shell, so 
that we can get to class on time even if walk- 
ing, biking or taking the bus is quicker. We feel 
terrible if our car is messy, apologizing for 
what we see as a direct symbol of who we are 
as people, and those who have older models 
disparagingly excuse them, making clear they 
will get their new status symbol soon. 

We employ thousands of underpaid la- 
borers around the world to work with toxic 
chemicals just to support the production of a 
car. Our dependence on cars leads us to ter- 
rorize other nations. Our oil hungry cars de- 
mand that we fight wars, build pipelines, de- 
stroy cultures and tear down forests so that 
they can transport us to work. 


If gas prices included external costs of 
gasoline, such as clean up of oil spills, cor- 
porate welfare to oil and car companies, and 
the massive military network dedicated to 
maintaining access to oil, each gallon would 
cost between $5.60 to $15.14, according to the 
International Center for Technological As- 
sessment. This doesn’t account for the fact that 
asthma is the single biggest reason that chil- 
dren are absent from school. And according to 
a study from the University of Groningen, 
exhaust is a leading cause of asthma. Cali- 
fornia’s Scientific Review Panel estimates 
that 16,010 Californians will develop lung 
cancer over a lifetime of diesel exhaust ex- 
posure. Diesel, which is barely regulated, has 
been proven to cause lung cancer. We don’t let 
people smoke around others, yet we insist on 
trucks killing us in the same manner.

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Sac State could have worked 
something out with area devel- 
oper Carl Panattoni. Panattoni, 
who built other baseball-soft- 
ball complexes in the area, in- 
cluding a large complex off 
Power Inn Rd. just recently, 
knew the school badly needed a 
new baseball field. He thought 
RGRBEE that he could help, according to 
a ea »~» Sacramento Bee article pub- 
lished at the time. The softball field, because of Ti- - 
tle IX rules (which were created so that male and fe- 
male sports would have equal funds), would also 
have to see major upgrades. The plan was then 
changed to include a 1,980-seat baseball stadium 
(double what it is now) and a 900-seat softball sta- 
dium. 

According to The Sacramento Bee and campus 
sources, Panattoni had plans for a $3 million dollar 
project that would pay 2/3 of the cost. The CSUS 
Foundation was to pay the remaining $1 million. 

Neither baseball coach John Smith nor softball 
coach Kathy Strahan, who surely haven’t forgotten 
the ordeal, would speak about the issue. Edward Del 
Biaggio, the vice president for administration, who 
is currently in charge of interviewing the potential ath- 
letic directors, said the University really tried to 
make it work. 

“Obviously we worked hard to get that deal and 
work it out,” Del Biaggio said last week, who was in 
charge of the negotiations in 1998. He added that the 
University was pleased with how the plans for the 
project were progressing at the time. “[the new sta- 
diums] wouldn’t have adversely affected the Uni- 
versity.” 

Panattoni was willing, the University was beam- 
ing in anticipation over the two new jewels. on cam- 
pus, ceremonies were held and announcements were 
made. So what went wrong? Well, everything at 
once. 

Panattoni wanted to lease the land from the Uni-

vengeance and hate and says, “I am you. I 
am black.” The mob looks at him and it fi- 
nally dawns on them that the Korean is 
right.

And apparently, 10 years later, some of 

~ the citizens of South Central Los Angeles 
have still not learned. In a Reuters article, a 
motorist driving by the intersection of Flo- 
rence and Normandy, where white truck 
driver Reginald Denny was beaten by an 
angry mob, was quoted as shouting, “Burn 
the corner down again! Ain’t nothing’s 
changed!” 

Maybe nothing has changed and your 
neighborhood still has its problems, but 
what would you solve by burning it down? 
The message of Lee’s film is to choose 
your battles wisely and fight for what is 
right, not what’s wrong. 

It was right to fight for justice concern- 
ing the beating of King. Most people would 
agree that no one deserves to be beaten like 
that, regardless of whether or not they lead 
the police on a high-speed chase or are high 
on PCP. It’s clear from the video, rivaled in 
notoriety only by the Zapruder film, that 
King wasn’t fighting back when the officers 
were kicking him and wailing on him with 
nightsticks. 

But you don’t fight for justice in streets. 
You fight for it in the courts of justice and 
public opinion, you don’t destroy a neigh- 
borhood to prove a point. Sometimes it’s 
tougher to wait for the anger to subside and 
do the right thing. 





e 10-year anniversary of the 
Los Angeles riots passed last 
week and I initially didn’t 
think much about it. It wasn’t 

until I watched Spike Lee’s film “Do the 

Right Thing” in preparation for a film class 

that I started to remember the pointlessness_ 

of the whole affair. ate 

Lee’s film predated 
the riots by three years, 
but his film dissects the 
anatomy of the mob 
mentality that takes 
over in moments of 
emotional pain, distress 
and frustration. The pri- | 
mary difference is that 
the character in the film 
who falls victim to po- 
lice brutality dies, while 
Rodney King lived. 

I can remember the riots clearly. I was a 
junior in high school, confused even then 
about the riots. I understood why they hap- 
pened, but couldn’t comprehend how burn- 
ing and looting your own neighborhood 
was a way to get back at the jury that freed 
four police officers who nearly beat King to 
death. 

Like the characters in “Do the Right 
Thing,” the participants in the riots failed to 
realize that the shop and business owners 
were, in fact, part of their own neighbor- 
hood. They weren’t just destroying the 
shops of the Korean or Asian owned stores; 
they were destroying a part of themselves. 
There is a scene at the end of “Do the Right 
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versity for two years and then give it back to the 
University as a gift. According to Panattoni at the 
time, this would just give him a tax break. Del Bi- 
aggio and Sac State administrators were scared, fear- 
ing this would put the University at risk, since there 
was no guarantee that he would relinquish the sta- 
diums after two years. 

When the dust cleared, after everything had seem- 
ingly been worked out, the five-year-old plan was 
scratched. Panattoni got so frustrated with the Uni- 
versity’s handling of the negotiations, that within a 
day of completion, he simply gave up. 

It was back to the Division II facilities for Sac 
State’s Division I competitors. 

The saga of the baseball and softball fields that 
never happened are the most dramatic, but not the 
only missed opportunities for the University. Will 
things change? Who knows, but the incoming 
athletic director should be chosen primarily on the 
ability to play the game of raising money for 
improvements. 

Without a decent place to play, the good student 
athletes will go elsewhere, and the wins, essential to 
fan support and hence revenue, will follow. 

The new athletic director should fight the ad- 
ministration to work with anyone who has plans for 
upgrading Hornet sports facilities.

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Degree filing deadline move

The Sacramento State Degree 
Evaluations office has extended the 
degree filing deadline for students 
planning to graduate in spring 2003. 

The filing deadline, which had 
been initially set for May 1, has been 
extended to May 31 in an effort to al- 
leviate some of the confusion over a 
recent change in filing date dead- 
lines. 

“Since this is the first semester 
that we are implementing the change, 
I am allowing for a grace period to 
accommodate for the possibility that 
word may have not gotten out to stu- 
dents,” said Sac State Degree Eval- 
uations Coordinator Vivian Llamas- 
Green. 

In the future, degree filing dead- 


lines will remain November 1 for 
fall semester graduation and May 1 
for spring semester graduation. 

The decision to change the filing 
dates was made by Llamas-Green in 
an effort to give students more time 
after evaluations were returned to 
adjust their schedule for unforeseen 
changes. 

“Students would file in September 
and not get it back in time to adjust 
their schedules,” Llamas-Green said. 

Sac State faculty expressed con- 
cerns regarding the earlier filing 
deadlines. 

“Faculty’s main concern was pri- 
marily the time frame that it oc- 
curred. Students were under the im- 
pression that the deadline was going 
to be in September. Faculty was con- 
cerned about the earlier deadline and 
their ability to review in the shorter 


amount of time,” Llamas-Green said. 

Llamas-Green presented the ra- 
tionale for the decision to the exec- 
utive committee of the Faculty Sen- 
ate in an effort to address faculty 
concerns. 

“My justification was to allow 
students more time to plan for their 
last year. I wanted to truly give the 
students 2 semesters to plan,” Lla- 
mas-Green said. 

Up to a third of the students filing 
for graduation were not able to grad- 
uate within the time that they were 


planning, Llamas-Green said. 


“We hope that if students have 
more time to plan once they’ ve re- 
ceived their evaluations, that there 
will be an increase in the number of 
students who graduate when they 
planned to,” Llamas-Green said.

Israel to stand up for what they be- 
lieve in. 

“Every Jew or any person in the 
world that feels a connection with Is- 
rael should come and help our cause,” 
Fogel said. 

“The world is turning against Israel 
because of the media,” Shriki said. 

Fogel said the accusatory tactics 
being used by the Palestinian protes- 
tors were distorting the truth and dam- 
aging the peace process. 

“Do you fight, or do you compro- 
mise?” Shriki asked. 

The protestors carried signs and 
chanted slogans charging Israeli Prime 
Minister Ariel Sharon with commit- 
ting atrocities equal to those commit- 
ted by Adolf Hitler during the holo- 
caust. 

“All of the things that are happen- 
ing in Palestine happened in the Holo- 
caust,’’ said Basma Marmosh, a rep- 
resentative of Students for Justice in 
Palestine. 

“The simplest way to communi- 
cate to people who aren’t familiar 
with the situation is to show them 
something they already know,’ she 
said. 

Marmosh said the comparison 
with the Holocaust is aimed at the 
policies of Sharon and the Israeli gov- 


ernment, not toward Jewish people. 

As a Jewish citizen of Israel, Fogel 
did not see it this way. 

“T feel pain when I see that mes- 
sage,’’ she said. “My family survived 
the Holocaust, and I am being ac- 
cused of harming people in the same 
way?” 

“The world should move on,” Fo- 
gel said. 

Both sides agreed that the Israel- 
Palestine conflict went beyond reli- 
gious differences. 

“This is not just for Palestinians 
but for everyone fighting oppression,” 
Shoman said. 

Ahjamu Umi, a Sac State graduate 
student in government, joined the pro- 
Palestinian protestors as a represen- 


tative of the All-African Peoples Lib- 


eration Party. 

“Religion has nothing to do with 
it,” he said. “This is a political move- 
ment.” 

Steven Trop, a Jewish student ma- 
joring in history, said that both sides 
were wrong. 

“Just come to the negotiating table 
and agree on something,” he said. 

Though disagreements persisted, 
the atmosphere filling the gap be- 
tween the two groups was one of cu- 
riosity rather than hostility. 

“IT want to hear both sides,” said 
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Nina Shoman holds a sign in the 
Library Quad. 
sophomore Kisha Clark after walk- 
ing from the Palestinian side to speak 
with members of the Jewish oe 
Union. 

Though she supports the Palestin- 
ian cause, Clark welcomed the op- 
portunity to speak openly with the 
pro-Israel group without fear of con- 
frontation. 

“It’s cool the way they’re going 
about this,” she said.

ly be open for fall semester,” Altier 
said.

The Sacramento State softball team 
left its offense at home, when they 
traveled to the University of California, 
Riverside to butt heads with the High- 
landers. 

The Hornets failed to plate a single 
run during the three-game sweep, drop- 
ping the doubleheader on Saturday by 
identical 2-0 scores before losing Sun- 
day’s match up 1-0. 

“We fill the bases up, but can’t score 
a run,” Hornet coach Kathy Strahan 
said. 

With the series sweep to Riverside, 
the Hornets record fell to 16-32 on the 
season and 5-16 in the Big West Con- 
ference.

Watch for the white la- 
bel; the Merlot is the pick of the lot. 
Gallo of Sonoma’s Cabernet and 
Chardonnays are also great values. 

All of the wines are easy to drink, 
go well with most foods and make 
great date wines. For the real bargain 
shopper, these wines can usually be 
found on sale in major grocery store 
advertisements for about $7-$9. 

> Beringer White Zinfandel: No, 
I’m not kidding. White Zinfandel is a 
good thing (so what if it’s my grand- 
mother’s favorite wine?). White Zin is 
cold, refreshing and fun — it also goes 
with almost every food on the planet. 

Berringer White Zin is one of the 
best on the market. Best of all, on sale, 
it goes for $7 for two bottles. If you still 
aren’t that excited about the taste, try 
mixing it with 7-Up. I’m still not kid- 
ding. 

> Yellowtail Shiraz: A quick up-and- 
comer from down under — Australia, 
that is. With the growth in popularity 
of Australian wines and appeal of Shi- 
raz, wines like Yellowtail have come 
into vogue. 

Like most Shiraz, Yellowtail is an 
inky dark, fruit-forward wine that feels 
huge, jammy and chunky in your 
mouth, with a smooth finish. Yellow- 
tail is available at many retailers, but if 
you can’t find it, most other Australian 
Shiraz will fit the bill and go for under 
that ten-dollar mark. 

> Bolini Pinot Grigio: Pinot Grigio 
is now the second most widely con- 
sumed wine in the United States; who 
would’ve thought? Like White Zin, 
Pinot Grigio is crispy, cool and fun. 
Flavors of citrus, fresh cut grass and 
tropical fruits dominate this wine from 
Fruili, Italy, and also gives you a little 
tingle on the tip of the tongue like tiny 
bubbles. This is a result of being fer- 
mented in steel tanks instead of oak 
barrels. I kind of like the tingle. 

Foods such as salads, cheese, chick- 
en and fish go well with this wine, and 
even a non-wine drinker can enjoy it. 
The hotter it is outside when enjoyed, 
the better. Available at most wine shops 
in Sacramento. 

> Bonafico Syrah: From a long-es- 
tablished California grower, the 
Bonafico family, comes a rockin’ do- 
mestic version of Syrah. Bonafico 
Syrah has scored well in many wine 
publications and received:a double 
gold award at the California State Fair. 
This wine is easy to find at any grocery 
store at $10 for a double bottle. 

>» Pepperwood Grove: All of the 
Pepperwood Grove wines have been 
awarded Best Values in the market by 
multiple publications. Awards and 
opinions of the old wine guys aside, I 
can tell you these are really good wines 
for the money. The Syrah and Viogn- 
er (pronounced vee-own-yeah) are the 
best bets. All of the Pepperwood Grove 
wines are available at any grocery store 
or wine shop. 

Cristalino Sparkling Wine: An 
awesome value from Spain that’s per- 
fect for the pop of a cork at graduation 
or any other event.
